PREFACE 


In October 1930 I was invited by the Bhandarkar Oriental 
Research Institute to prepare a Descriptive Catalogue of the Jaina 
Manuscripts about 4500 deposited therein by the Government of 
Bombay. I willingly accepted this invitation and left Bombay for 
Poona and commenced my work on 23-11-30. Since no definite 
plan for grouping up of Mss. was chalked out till 1933, I went on 
describing Mss. alphabetically irrespective of their subjects. Conse- 
quently at least some Mss. dealt with in this Part I were described 
by me as far back as 1930 and none after June 1936. : 


In the beginning the Institute had allotted two Volumes XVII 
and XVIII to © Jaina Literature and Philosophy ” but after a 
couple of years the Jaina Mss. were spread over the third Vol. num- 
bered as XIX so that Vol. XVII was to deal with the canonical 
literature, Vol. XVIIL with philosophical works and Vol. XIX 
with the remaining works—works treating hymnology, narratives, 
pattavalis and gurvavalis, ritualism and miscellanea, This arrange- 
ment was modified in April 1956 when the section on hymnology 
was.assigned an independent place and was named as Vol. XIX. 
This led to the remaining portion of Vol. XIX being thenceforth 
looked upon as forming Vol. XX. In April 1961 it was however 
decided that the original Govt. plan of having 20 Vols. of the 
Descriptive Catalogue should not be changed. This resulted in 
dividing Vol. XIX into three sections as under :— 


(i ) Hymnology. 
‘it ) Narratives ( sheets 1786+ 492=2278 ). 
iii) (a) Pattavalis & Gurvavalis ( sheets 1~22 ). 
(b) Ritualistic works (4, 23-468 ).

There is practically nothing new to add so far as the plan 
followed by me for the presentation of this Part I of Section I of 
Vol. XIX is concerned. Itis based upon the general lines laid 
down in 1930 by Rao Bahadur Dr. S. K. Belvalkar, the then 
Hon, Secretary of the Institute and adopted by me for Vol. XVII 
( Parts I-IV ), Vol. XVIII ( Part I) and Vol. XIX ( Section I, 
Parts I-II), These lines have determined the inter-arrangement 
of the descriptive sheets dealing with the same text and the system 
of transliteration. 


Works composed in languages other than Sanskrit, are assigned 
Sanskrit titles, in addition to those in the very languages (Sanskrit 
excluded ) in which the works are composed. The latter titles 
are placed in brackets just belaw the former ones. At times an 
alternative title or even a popular one is indicated, and it is placed 
in rectangular brackets for the sake of distinction.

All independent works have been arranged alphabetically accor 
ding to their Sanskrit titles whe:eas the commentaries pertaining 
to them are arranged chronologically as far as possinle. 


Especially in the beginning | had to copy extracts from the 
Jaina Mss Later on I was assisted in this work ata time by one 
or two of the following persons employed by the Institute: — 


Messrs. D. V. Shintre, M. M Patkar, G. V. Gulavani, G. S. 
Deshmukh, B. M. Deo and S. N. Savadi. 


Their assistance proved frui'ful after my acquainting them with 
the Jaina Nagari characters in special. 


In this connection I may note that the work of Mr. S.N. 
Savadi was particularly commendable. 


Addenda given here does not belong only to this Part I of Sec. 
Il of Vol. XIX but it pertains to even ‘portions of the Jaina 
Catalogue of Mss. so far published. This is due to the fact that 
(1 ) the printing of the Jaina Catalogue has been going on very 
very slowly, (2) some works have been published duiing the 
years 1957 to 1965 and (3) some discrepancics-have been 
casually noticed. 


This Part I cf Section I of Vol. XIX opens a new vista, for it 
presents narratives, altogether a new branch of the non-canonical 
literature, the canonical one having been treated by me in Vol. 
XVII. Other branches of the non-canonical literature are: — 


(i) Philosophy, (ii) hymnology and ( ili ) ritualism etc. 
A portion of philosophical works is published as Part I of Vol. 
XVIII and hymnology as Parts I and I of Section I of Vol. XIX, 


Section If of Vol. XIX consists of works «f both the seets 
of the Jainas viz. Svetimbara and Digambara. As already stated 
its first two parts will include only Svetambara narratives and 
their corresponding Appendices whereas the third, Digambara

_ I shall now give a bare outline of the Jaina ‘narrative: litera~ 
ture.. It is very vast, varied and vivid. lt forms an important 
factor of the Jaina literature ( canonical and non-canonical as well ) 
in general, and the Jaina applied ethics in particular as its com- 
position has mostly a didactic motive in view. 


’The canonical treatises are primarily religious and philoso- 
phical in outlook. Nevertheless some of them and some sections 
of other treatises furnish us with narratives. Even the exegetical 
literature pertaining to the Jaina canon and commentaries of the 
Jaina philosophical works, too, are not lacking in narratives which 
illustrate and elucidate one.or the other cardinal principle of 
Jainism, They are already treated in Vols. XVI and XVII. 
Consequently I shall here deal with works included in this Part I 
of Section II of Vol. XIX. Some of the narratives furnish us 
singly or jointly with biographies of the 24 Tirthankaras beginning 
with Lord Rsabha and ending with Lord Mahavira and some along 
with their lives and those of 12 Cakravartins (sovereigns-emperors),. 
9 Vasudevas or Ardha-cakravartins, 9 Prativasudevas or the 
rivals of Vasudevas and 9 Balarumis, step-brothers of Vasudevas. 
These are the 763 ( 24+12+9+9+49 ) towering personalities. All 
of them flourished in India during the present avasarpini ( the 
descending cycle of the time-wheel ). Their narratives give us an 
idea of the Jaina mythology. The great personages of the Jaina 
clergy and laity legendary and historical, too, form a subject-matter 
of this section. Some of the stories point out the benefit of practis- 
ing virtues and disadvantages resulting from resorting to vices. 


Narration is of various kinds such as allegory, anecdote, auto- 
biography, ballad, biography, dialogue, fable, fairy-tale, fiction, 
folk-tale, legend, novel, parable, pattern-story, romance, story, 
story in-story, tale etc, Some of the corresponding Indian names

All these varieties and sub-varieties are elucidated by Abhaya- 
deva Sari in his commentary (pp. 211a-212a ) on this Thana. 


Haribhadra Sari in his Samaraiccacariya ( bhava 1, p. *3 ) 
divides narratives into the following four groups:—

The following is the list of works (Catalogues, Reports, etc.) al- 
ready published embodying the results of the search and preservation 
of Sanskrit and Prakrit manuscripts in the Bombay Circle from 1868 
to 1924. All lists published up to 1884 have been incorporated in our 
consolidated Catalogue prepared by Mr. S. R. Bhandarkar, M.A., in 
1888. The lists for the subsequent years are to be found embodied 
in the various Reports published thereafter. These Reports are of 
considerable value, in as much as they give in many cases the history 
of individual manuscripts, personal details of authors, their chrono- 
logy, and such other items. All these works are therefore here put 
together in one place for ready reference. 


Papers relating to the Collection and Preservation of the Reports 
of ancient Sanskrit Literature, were edited by order of Government of 
India, Calcutta, 1878, by Mr. E. A. Gough. This is a useful work for 
the general history of the Search during the earlier period upto 1878 
and contains, among other things, lists of manuscripts bought for 
Government during the years 1868-69, 1869-70, 1870-71, 1877-72, 
1872-73 and 1374-75. All these lists, originally published at different 
times, were also included in our consolidated catalogue (to be men- 
tioned below ) published in ,888.

Regulations of the Manuscripts Department 


1. ‘© The Government Manuscripts Library ” formed and main- 
tained by the Government of Bombay, and formerly deposited at 
the Deccan College, Poona, is now, subject to the general control 
of the Department of Education, Bombay, placed under the direct 
charge of the Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, Poona. 

2. The Department is administered by a Superintendent 
appointed by the Executive Board of the B. O. R. Institute subject 
to the approval of Government. 

3. The Manuscripts are available at the Institute, during work- 
ing hours, for purposes of bona fide study. 

4, The Manuscripts in the Library, if, in good condition, and 
subject to the requirements of Department, are lent out to bona fide 
scholars on their applying for them in writing to the Superintendent 
of the Department or to the Secretary of the Institute. Such scholars _ 
shall, however, execute a bond for the value of the manuscripts re- 
quired, this value being fixed by the officers in charge of © 
the Library. 

5. In the case of scholars from outside India all requisitions 
for loans of Manuscripts shall be made to the diplomatic 
representatives of the Government of India in the respective 
countries. In countries where there are no representatives such 
demands should be made through the High Commissioner for India 
in Great Britain. Such scholars shill execute the necessary bond 
with that authority at his discretion, 

6. In the case of scholars in India the execution of the bond 
shall be necessary before the manuscripts are lent out. When the 
applicant is not sufficiently known to the Superintendent of the De- 
partment, this latter officer shall have the power to call upon the 
applicant to produce a certificate as to his interest in the study of 
Sanskrit Literature, and of his being a fit person to be entrusted 
with Government manuscripts. Such a certificate shall have to be 
signed by Orientalists of recognised position, or by Government 
officers of provincial or other higher service, not below the rank 
of a Deputy Collector or Extra Assistant Commissioner. The 
certificate should contain a reference to works or essays published 
by the applicant. 

7. All applications for manuscripts shall state the reasons for 


which the manuscripts are required and the period for which the 
loan is sought. 
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8. Ifany manuscripts belonging to this Library have been used 
in the publication of an edition, or in any other learned disquisi- 
tion, the authors should present to the Manuscripts Library a copy 
of the work or works so published. 


g. The number of manuscriptsto be lent out ata time toa 
scholar, and the period of loan, is determined by the officer in 
charge of the Library. Usually, however, in the case of Indian 
scholars, not more than five manuscripis are allowed to remain with 
them ata time, and the period of loan shall not normally exceed 
six months. 


10. Immediately on receipt of manuscripts, the scholars are 
requested to examine them carefully before signing and returning 
the receipt-form accompanying the manuscripts, as no complaints 
will be entertained thereafter. 


11. When the manuscripts are returned to the Library they 
are duly examined, and if found in their original condition, the 
receipt formerly signed for them is returaed and the bond 
cancelled, The liability of the borrowers ceases only after the re- 
turn of this receipt. 


12. Ifscholars find that, owing to the work on the manus- 
cripts not being completed within the stipulated period, they cannot 
return the manuscripts when due, they shall, sufficiently in advance, 
apply in writing to that effect to the Superintendent of the Depart- 
ment, The period of loan will be extended at discretion. In no 
case, however, shall any manuscripts be allowed to remain with a 
scholar longer than two yearsin India, and five years outside 
India. 

13. The Manuscripts Department reserves to itself the right 
of refusing to lend out any manuscript to any scholar at any time, 
and in the case of manuscripts lent out, of demanding their return 
before the expiry of the stipulated period, if the manuscripts be re- 
quired for library or other purposes. 


14, All postal charges shall be borne by the applicant. 


15. The Department undertakes to procure on loan, for the 
members of the Institute, manuscripts from other lending Libraries,
